Miller, 
whose home is in E l­ 
more, Ohio, proposes the bell rest 
in a star-shaped tower, 550 feet 
high, atop a 100-foot hill.

formed by the capitol at the top, 
Washington's Monument at junc­ 
ture of the upright and transverse 
bars, 
and the 
White House and 
Jefferson’s Memorial at thg end 
of the cross bar.

M inister M olotov —who is in Lon­ 
don for the conference of the Big 
Fiv e Council of foreign m inisters 
—has now not only m ade it clear 
that Russia is anxious to obtain a 
foothold on that great sea hut has 
giv en us a lead as to the specific 
aims of the Sov iet Union. 
Mr. M olotov told the press yes­ 
terday th a t Russia is interested in 
Italian colonies, and th a t th ere’s 
“a grain of tru th ” in the report 
that she w ants sole trusteeship 
ov er the N orth A frican colony of 
T ripolitania. 
Then, 
in 
m ore 
positiv e strain, he added: 
“I will not conceal Sov iet in­ 
terests in 
E ritrea” 
(the 
Italian 
colony lying on the Red Sea and 
adjoining Ethiopia). 
Beyond th a t 
he 
didn’t 
go. 
There hav e been rum ors that Mos­ 
cow’ seeks trusteeship ov er the 
Dodecanese Islands, w hich Greece 
w ants returned to her. 
These lie 
at the m outh of the Aegean Sea 
and so are sentinels

w estern entrance to the D ardan­ 
elles S trait that leads to the Black 
Sea. 
Moscow has rem ained silent 
on this point, but has been press­ 
ing for readjustm ent of T urkish 
control of the D ardanelles so as to 
guarantee Russia free passage of 
this role gatew ay 
between 
the 
Black Sea and the M editerranean. 
If you will look at your maps 
of the M editerranean theatre, the 
picture of w hat is happening will 
t» e clear. 
T ripolitania is m idw ay 
of the M editerranean and is an 
im portant base.

lies at the southern m outh of the 
Red Sea. would be calculated to 
insure right of way through that

Add 
to this the fact that Tangier, on 
the southern shore of the narrow 
S trait of G ibraltar, is to be in ­ 
ternationalized, and the set-u p Is 
complete.

The Big T hree—Am erica, B rit­ 
ain and 
Russia—recognize

In the 
first stage there is a feeling as if 
something is ir\ the eye with mod­ 
erate itching and burning. Th# 
up p er lid becomes swollen and the 
lining membrane is reddened and 
congested. The eye often feels en­ 
larged and many of the p atients 
comp lain of p ain and discomfort 
on moving the eyeball. 
After about two day« the con­ 
dition becomes worse. The redness 
and swelling increase and the 
lymp h glands in front of the ear 
enlarge. At this tim*, also, there 
may be symp toms affecting the 
nose and throat with a feeling of 
» cratchiness in the throat. In 
some cases, actual inflammation of 
the throat has been noted. Water­ 
ing of the eyes occurs and often 
the teara are bloodstained. Fre­ 
quently, there are small hemor­ 
rhages into the lining membrane 
of the eye. 
In the next stage of keratocon­ 
junctivitis. there may be changes 
in the front p art of the eyeball or 
cornea. This causes som blurring 
of the eyesight, and som» p ain or 
discomfort when the eyes are ex­ 
p osed to light. The cornea may be 
•n damaged that scars form on it 
which means that the light ray« 


p assing into the eye will be ob­ 
structed. 
Up to the p resent no treatm ent 
which is p articularly effective has 
been found for keratoconjuncti­ 
vitis. A number of things have 
been tried such a t sulfathiazole 
ointment and p enicillin. Another 
germ-killing substance known a» 
tyrothricin has also been used. 
Doctor Alson E. Braley of New 
York City tried th* use of conva­ 
lescent serum on a number of p a­ 
tients, but found that it also wai 
not effective. Convalescent serum 
is blood serum taken from p a­ 
tients who have recovered from 
the eye infection. 
It w ould ap p ear that a great deal 
further study of keratoconjuncti­ 
vitis is necessary. It is p robable 
that it is caused by a virus, that 
is, an organism so small that it can 
p ase through th* op enings in a 
p orcelain filter. Persons with this 
condition must taka ear* not to 
sp read it to others, as it is p ossible 
that it is contagious.

Answer: Cystoscop y refers to 
an examination of the bladder 
through an instrum ent known as 
a cystoscop e. This is a tube with 
lights which makes it p ossible to 
look directly into the bladder. 


1. S.: In the diabetic diet, must 
a p erson watch out for a vitamin 
deficiency? 
Answer: A vitamin deficiency 
may occur in p ersons using a diet 
for diabetes but will not develop 
if the diet is kep t p rop erly bal­ 
anced. In aome instances it may 
be advisable to emp loy vitamin 
p rep arations which the p hysician 
will p rescribe.
